Surgeon-General Rixey Hurrying 
to Canton, bet Consultation of 
Physicians Results in Slight Hopes 
for Patient's improvement—End 
May Ge Delayed Few Days.

The doctors say, however, that they 
think dissolution will not come for a 
day or two. Mrs. McKiniey is in a 
comatose condition today and it is 
said that there are hopes for a bet- 
ter turn. It is announced tonight that 
Surgeon General Rixey by special ar- 
rangement will reach here at 6:28 to- 
morrow morning. 

Telegrams from all parts of the 
country have been pouring into Can- 
ton tonight, anxiously inquiring as to 
Mre. McKinley's condition and evin- 
cing widespread sorrow over the an- 
nouncement cf her critical ilinees. 

Mra. McKinley has been iil nearly 
all winter, having suffered a severe 
attack of the grippe some months ago, 
followed later by bronchitis. The phy- 
sicians say that in her weakened con- 
dition, she was an easy victim of the 
disease with which she Was stricken 
today.

heads. His end came soon afterward. 

It was this letter that gave warning 
of his fate to his family and aided in 
the finding of the remains. Addressed 
to an old friend, Fred E. Smith, audi- 
tor of the United Home Telephone 
Company, at the office in the lL. W. 
Heliman building, it was received 
Wednesday morning. The letter was 
as follows: 

“Fred: 1 have planned to drop from 
the railroad pier this evening. In or- 
Ger that my dearest ones may know 
that I have actually gone, I intend to 
tie a rope about my body that it may 
be found and end any suspense of 
looking for it. DUNNING.” 

A party composed of B. Fay Mills, 
Fred E. Smith, George, Smith, a nur- 
Seryman, and an employé of Mr. 
Smith, left at once and spent the en- 
tire day Wednesday searching the 
beach at Santa Monica. They came 
home that night with hopes and fears 
unconfirmed. 

BODY RECOVERED. 

Under the direction of B. Fay Mills, 
‘the starch was resumed at Santa Mon- 
ica yesterday morning. The police de- 
partments of Santa Monica, Ocean 
Park and Venice had been given an 
accurate description of Mr. Dunning 
the evening before and the patrolmen 
were all quietly on the lookout for 
him. Believing that the hunted one 
would no doubt carry out his threat 
of self-destruction if given the oppor- 
tunity, a close watch was kept of the 
several pleasure piers along the shores 
of the bdy. 

Yesterday morning the fishing launch 
Francis left Venice and headed direct 
for Port Los Angéles. The launch had 
mot cruised about the pier any consid- 
@rable.length of time until those aboard 
of her observed someihing floating in 
the water near the pier and about a 
third of the distance from the shore 
to the bunkers at the ocean end. The 
Object of suspicious appearance proved 
to be a body, and upon being raised 
from the water was identified as that 
of Mr. Dunning. To one foot was at- 
tached a rope, the other end of the 
rope having been made fast to the lag - 
der down which he had climbed from 
the pier to the water's edge. 

After securing the body of the unfor- 
tunate man, the gasoliné launch took 

to Venice, where the undertaking 
wagon was in waiting to remove it to 
the Dunning home in Los Angeles. 

GUARD LAST TO SEE HIM. 

Perhaps the last to see Dunning alive 
Was George M. Bettorf, night watch- 
man on the pier. As he went on duty 
at 6 o'clock that evening he accosted a 
man of Dunning’s description near the 
weighing house. When the watchman 
returned the man was gone. The trag- 
edy occurred just beneath this house. 
and it is supposed the act was com- 
mitted as soon as the watchman lieft 
him alone. 

E. R. Dunning was born fifty-three 
years ago in Gardner's Prairie, Wis., 
and his early life was spent in Illinois. 
He practiced law for several years gt 
Fort Collins, Colo., and later*at Ta- 
coma, Wash., coming here from there 
twelve years ago. He soon gained an 
eminent position among the harristers 
of this city, and was attorney for the 
Wholesalers’ Board ef Trade until 
e@bout a year ago, when ill health 
caused him to withdraw from business. 

After that he suffered greatly from 
nervous depression, and six weeks ago 
became a patient under Dr. Campbell 
at a rest cure on Downey avenue. He 
left there about 3:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon, stopped downtown to cash a 
small check, and an hour later was 
writing his last message from the 
beach. His friends claim he was not 
insane, but that in his depressed con- 
dition, he fancied he was a burden 
and care to family and friends, and 
through a mistaken motive of kindness 
to others, was led to destroy himself. 

The deceased was a founder and 

rominent worker in the Los Angeles 

ellowship, where he was known to his 
friends for his many acts of kindness 
and charity. It is said he contributed 
many thousands of dollars tinostenta- 
tiously in the cause. His home life 


was happy. 

The funeral service will be held at 
2:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon at the 
family residence, No. 1525 West Adams 
street. A public memoria] service will 
be held Sunday morning, June 2, at 
the Los Angeles Fellowship.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE. 


of May Makes New Record 
for Health Office—Public Works 
Board Decided Upon Important Re- 


litigation is likely to). 


commendations, Including Paving 
of Grand Avenue. 


A remarkably clean bill of health is 
that which is given Los Angeles just 
now by the health department. The 
month of May is bringing forth a rec- 
ord far below the average for conta- 
gious diseases. 

So far this month there have been 
reported to the health office only six- | 
teen cases of diphtheria, and not one of; 
these has resulted fatally. 

Only eight cases of tpyhoid fever 
have been reported, and there have 
been but fifteen reported cases of scar- 
let fever. Out of 2 population of 280,- 
000 this is considered a remarkable 
showing. 

There is not a single case of small- 
pox in the city. 

About the first of May there wes a 
scare over the possibility of an epi- 


demic of spinal meningitis, as there 
were several fatal cases; but the phy- 
sicians of the city became especially . 
alert, and every precaution possibile | 
was taken; pupils of public schools 
were inspected, and the disease was 
nipped, so that all prospect of an out- 
break has subsided. 

Since the Board of Health has ac- 
eepted the detention hospital group of 
buildings in the Chavez Ravine, it is 
planning to fit up the place so that it 
may be should occasion arise. 
The chain gang is employed at pres- 
ent in shaping up the grounds and put- 
ting the roadways in usable condition. 

Since the warmer weather has set 
in there has been a considerable exodus 
of tubercular patients to the foothills 
and mountains, where miany will re- 
sort to camp life.

ere FOUND 
OVER TEMPLE. 


FACT THAT REIO WAS SHOT IS 
PROVED BY OPERATION. 


Aged Victim of William J. MeKin- 
ley's Gun Submits to Surgeon's 
Knife and Resuit Shows That He 
Was Shot as He Had Testified to. 
Means Much to Prosecution. 


An operation was performed on age 

William Reid yesterday, more than 
five months after the alleged shooting 
of the old man by his nephew, William 
J. McKinley, who was placed on trial 
yesterday morning in the Superior 
‘Court, charged with assault with in- 
tent to commit murder. 
The operation, by Dre. Bonynge and 
Garrett, took place in the Receiving 
s.ospital yesterday afternoon, after 
the A-Ray had disclosed the presence 
of a metal diec, fattened against the 
skull, above the left temple. ‘A leaden 
pellet was removed, and the old man 
returned to the courtroom with § his 
head swathed in bandages. Reid is 
past 80 years of age. 

At the morning of the trial, after the 
jury had been secured, counsel for the 
defense of McKinley had made every 
effort in crogs-examination to throw 
doubt on the allegation that Reid had 
been shot. The results of the opera- 
tion seem to settle that question be- 
yond cavil. 

More than that has been shown, 
weakening the defense. Counsel for 
McKinley have showed a purpose of 
discrediting not only the assertion of 
William Reid that his nephew shot 
him, but of showing the aged rancher 
to be weak and of feeble mind. His 
appearance in court after the leaden 
pellet had been removed from his head, 
alert and interested in the testimony 
of witnesses, surprised every one, and 
recalled the story of how he had spit 
out two of the bullets alleged to have 
been fired into him the night of De- 
cember 14, after they had struck 
through his face, tissue and bone, into 
his mouth. 

Aside from the turban-like white 
bandage about his head, the eld man 
showed no sign that he had undergone 
an operation painful in the extreme, 

The disc of lead which was taken 
from his skull, high up on the side of 
his head, is supposed to be one of the 
two which were believed te have made 
the wounds in his neck. It had flat- 
tened, till, with knife-like edge, it had 
sliced ita way upward over the curve 
of the skull. 

Police Surgeon Quint, on the witness 
stand yesterday forenoon, told of prob- 
ing the wounds in Reid's face when he 
was brought to the Receiving Hospi- 


be} fal, Deceenber 15, the day after the al- 


leged shooting, and stated that he had 
found no bullets. He testified to the 
condition of the patient, which he con- 
sidered hopeless at the time, chiefly 
through the wounds in the face. The 
old man had lost a great deal of bio», 


apparently. 
Polfce Detective Walsh testified to 
going out to Reid's five-acre apple 


ranch at Avenue 7 and Jefferson street, 
and of the arrest of McKinley there 
hKunley had given the wrong address 
when questioned. 

Detective Rich testified to the search, 


finally successful, for the prisoner's 
le igings, and to finding a @2-caliber 
seven-shot revolver in McKinley's 
trunk. The prisoner already had de- 
clared that he never had owned a gun. 
On the discovery of the gun, the 
witness stated, McKinley admitted 


that it was his. and said hé had for- 
gotten it; that he had had it for two 
years, and had not seen it for a long 


time. 
“I told him it had not left the fac- 


tory two years ago,” the witness 
stated, “as was shown by the high 
number. Then he said he had traded 


the other pistol for this one six months 
ago.” 

Following up the pistol clue, Rich 
had discovered the storekeeper whd 
had sold it, according to his statement,

RUEL FLAMES 
KILL THE GIRL. 


COAL OIL FIRE FATALITY AT 
LONG BEACH. 


High Schoo! Graduate, Daughter of 
Pioneer Family, Tries to Use Kero- 
sene as Kindling, and Clothes Are 
Burned Off While Victim, as Living 
Torch, Shrieks for Aid. 


LONG BEACH, May 23.—Shrieking 
with pain and fright, her clothing blaz- 
ing like a torch, Caroline Harnett, 
aged 17, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. 
T. Harnett, burst from the kitchen 
into her mother's bedroom this morn- 
ing. The mother and an older sister 
seized bedclothing and smothered the 
flames, but not before the young wom- 
an had been fatally burned. She died 
this evening. 

The accident occurred at the Harnett 
home at Burnett, where for eighteen 
years E. T. Harnett of the Long Beach 
Milling Company has lived and reared 
a large family. Caroline, who was as- 
sisting her mother in the housework, 
arose at 6 o'clock to prepare breakfast. 
The fire she started in the range ap- 
parently did not burn, and the young 
woman to aid it picked up a can con- 
taining a small quantity of coal oil 
and a@anptied it into the stove. 

Almost instantly there was an ex- 
plosion and the can was torn to pieces, 
while the blazing oll spattered over 
the light morning -wrapper of the vic- 
ti and the fire spread over the entire 
dress. Miss Barnett dashed into her 
r other’sa bedroom, a living torch. Mrs. 
Harnett, leaping from bed, threw a quilt 
around the blazing girl and aided by 
another daughter, Josephine, a teacher 
in the Atlantic-avenue school, the two 
smothered the flames, Miss Josie hav- 
ing her hands badly burned. 

sane victim did not lose conscious- 
ness, and when Dr. C. 8S. Porter, who is 
a neighbor, arrived. she was able to 
tell the story of the accident. 

With the exception of her shoes, and 
the stockings below the shoe tops, ev- 
ery vestige of clotHing was burned off | 
the young woman's body, save a thin 


undershirt, which had to be cut off, 
bit by bit. Her body was burned all 
over save near the watst and abdo- 
men, and the feet. protected by the 


shoes. With these exceptions her body 
and limbs were one solid burn. Her 
face, neck and hands were almost 
cooked, but her hair. being coiled on 
her head, was only singed. Dr. Porter 
gave temporary relief until Dr. Harvey 
arrived, who took charge of the case, 
and as soon as possible the victim was 
removed to the Long Beach Hospital. 

Mises Caroline Harnett, who is 18 
years old, graduated from the High 
School last June with high honors and 
this year began a post-graduate course 
but gave it up in order to stay at home 
and assist her mother.

ISAPPEARANCE 
CAUSES TANGLE. 


KNOTTY PROBLEM OVER SANTA 
MONICA JUSTICE. 


Seashore Contractor, Returning 
From San Francisco, Has Some 
Pointed Things to Say About the 
Conditiong in That City—Arrival 
of Broad-gauge Trolley Cars. 


SANTA MONICA, May 23.—The dis- 
appearance of Justice of the Peace A. 
J. Myers was as complete as if the 
sea had claimed him. One week ago 
today he W@s seen on the streets and 
in his office, as usual. On the afternoon 
of that day he boarded a Sawtelle car 
at the corner of Third and Orcgon. He 
was headed toward Los Angeles, but if 
he ever reached that city the fact has 
not been reported to either friends or 
relatives. 

The voluntary withdrawal from the 
community of a justice of the peace 
leaves the status of the office in a 
rather complicated position. Until it 
is known with positiveness that the 
officer is not in the county, the Super- 
Visors are powerless to fill a vacancy. 
In short, until it is known that he has 
left the county or is dead, there is 
vacancy to be filled. So far as the at- 
torneys who have looked into the mat- 
ter have been able to discover, there 
is no authority vested in the Supervi- 
sors to declare a vacancy. How the 
tangle will be unraveled, should Myers 
fail to announce his whereabouts, re- 
maing to be seen. 

So far as the business of his office is 
concerned, Myers has been but little 
missed until today. The Malibu ranch 
trespass Cases were set for hearing to- 
day, but the defendants were not pres- 
ent. ’ H. Seeley and Richard Jan- 
ney of Los Angeles were to stand trial 
today for having broken down the 
gates that guard the pee to the 
Malibu, and also will? having tres- 
passed on the grounds of the Rindge 
estate. The charge, while only a mis- 
demeanor one, was thought to be far- 
reaching, as government officials were 
interested In the raid, the supposition 
being that it was in the nature of « 
test case to decide whether the Rindges 
have the power to keep the gates closed 
and thus deprive people of any thor- 
oughfare over which to reach their 
homesteads or government lands not 
yet taken up. 

DESCRIBDS SAN FRANCISCO. 

H. X. Goetse, contractor, returned 
from a business trip to San Francisco, 
and reports the street-car strike situa- 
tion far worse than it is pictured on 
printed pages. He made close observa- 
tion and says that, while affairs seem 
apparently quiet on the surface, there 
is an undercurrent that is lable to 
break out disastrously at any time. He 
says the streets are patrolled by labor- 
anion spotters, who shadow every per- 
son seen riding on the boycotted cars. 
Many of these passengers are photo- 
\graphed and by this means traced to 
their employers. Employés are. fre- 
quently discharged for no other ense 
than having ridden on the car&. 

In order to get to their work on 
time they leave the coaches at points 
removed several blocks from the place 
of employment, but by means of the 
photographs they are run down and 
punished for their seeming sympathy 
with the car companies. He said he 
overheard a conversation in San Fran- 
ciaco between a couple of union sym- 
pathfMers, in which this statement was 


made: 

“They will ha. to blow up some cars 
and kill a few undred people, and 
then. maybe, the people will quit rid- 
ing.” 

"ROAD-GAUGE CARS ARRIVE. 

The first trainioad of the Los An- 
geles-Pacific electric line's new broad- 
\gauge cars have arrived on their own 
trucks from the factory Im the East. 
There were seventeen of them and they 
carne in over the Southern Pacific via 
Palms. These are to be followed at 
once by two other trains, fifty cars tn 
‘all. constituting the shipment. 

These coaches are to be taken to 
the shops at Sherman and will be 
transferred at Sawtelle to the tempor- 
ary broad-gauge track that has been 
laid between the soldier city and the 
town of car shops. At the shops in 
Sherman the new and powerful motors, 
which arrived from the Fast several 
days ago, will be installed. It is the 
expectation of the officials of the road 
to have broad-gauge cars in operation 
between Los Angeles and the beach 
within six weeks. Large forces of men 
are at work all along the line replac- 
ing the narrow-gauge ties with the 
longer ones that were shipped here 
from Japan. 

This work has been tn progress at 
a half dozen points along the road 
for six weeks and as soon as a few 
gaps are closed, everything will be 
ready for the laying of the third rail. 
Hundreds of trainloads of grave! bal- 
last have been distributed along the 
route, and when the new service is in- 
stituted the track will be in prime con- 
dition.
